Subject: Analysis of liitler's Speech of April 26, 1SM2 

I have worker] over Hitler's speech of April 26, 1942 
in considerable detail with several of ray colleagues, 'we are 
agreed that the speech is rather atypical for Hitler. It leeks 
the effusiveness to which we have become accustomed. There are 
no emotional outbursts and few vituperations, fcluch of the 
cockiness is gone and there is no ti.yt.tion of the superiority of 
Ceruan arios or equipment, sufficiency of food or r&w materials and 
no cUim of victory Id the near future. The speaker gives the 
impression of being on the defensive and appears as a modest, 
cautious and even apologetic individual. He ed>-its that there 
is sad has been dissension in Germany "requests 1 ' that power 
be granted hiir. to deal with such dissension sultrily. All this 
seems extremely foreign to the speaker in view of his past 
performances. 

A careful analysis of the speech reveals that it is one 
of the rest calculated thftt he has ever given. BfWfy sentence 
has h direct bearing on the central these nnd every lie end 
distortion is designed to serve a practical end rather than to 
induce a plecsant or satisfactory feeling in the listener. It 
is only after a careful study of the speech as a whole that its 
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uxsderlyir^ purpose becoces clear. This primary purpose, froo a 
psychoanalytic point of view, is to l«=y the foundations for 6 
pence offer in ihe not too distant future. 

To the cr.aufil reader or listener this purpose ia not 
inj-ieciietcly obvious. Or. the contrary, the casual lie toner ia 
inclined to conclude that the Gertcan morale i:; cracking and that 
Germany is in n bad way. Unquestionably j there is some dissension 
*ithin German? and eoce discontent with the progress oi" the far 
and particularly rrith the failure of the Russian cor.prdgn. There 
ussy be mother reason which iz even r,;ore telling, which we will 
consider later on. f.hy does Hitler cpeak of this dis.'.er.sion so 
ODenly? ThiS is R riouclo-edfed technique the Nazis adopted early 
lQfit Fell. OSS the o:.c £cx.z, it is dpsigacd to thror dust into 
the eyes of the people in the desoer* , eiefl in order to weaken their rx-.r 
effort by cre-'tir^: the icpresalon thrt the fefrr is alxost over nnd 
there it? no sense in exerting themselves or sacrifici ng to o umivy 
of their licertiefl or luxuries. This ia tha old technique of 
lulling their opponents into inactivity. On the other hand, it is 
their modern technique of whipping the Germans into mrxing a still 
greater war effort. Hitler and Goebbcls both initiated this 
technique last Fall in speeches and writings in which superhuman 
efforts were dennnded free' the people" on the grounds that if 
Gereamy wins it irins everything, but if it lones they can expect no 
mercy - the Oeraan nation would be annihilated and even Versailles 
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would be generous in eonparison t.ith the pence which would follow ■ 
■-hie w*r. Therefore, whether they liked it or not, or whether they 
were in sympathy *ith the w«r or not, they were all in it nor- and 
-hey would all be judged tocether. This is the typical "partners 
ir. criate" code and their only hope o." Sfcivutiott ":i Vv> future sac

lie result is tir t when the leaders now want ^er'ter effort, they

It, is possible thfit this section of the speech has still 
moiher purpose. It seeas that Hitler goes out of his way to 
create ths impression th*.t ha is not the ruthless individual of th£ 
-is; aux a nodest, honest, open, dutiful and law-abiding lender 
■shjio personal integrity is above question. Mis only concern is 
for the welfare of his noople and the future of Gersrfzty. At heart 
-3 Is realiy a peace-loving individual who has mede every effort to 
so.-: re his oeoole the horrors of w°.r, out since war was forced on 
■ill they su&t have complete faith in his leadership and share the 
sacrifices and observa their duties until he can restore peace to 
tiiea. ta other wordB, he avoids the gangster role find assumes the 
role of the benign lender to whom harsh measures nre unpleasant 
but necessary in the interests of his people. It Ls logical to 
suppose that this nev; role is adopted now in order to make his future 
peace overtures more acceptable to the peoples of the United Nations.

This section of the speech 3eemc to be directive 
material for the Fifth Columnists in this country as well as in 
England, Capitalism end democracy are the Jews' stepping-stones 
to the ensl a verc.cn t of the people. By cultivating distrust and 



corruption they pavo the way to anarchy and Bolshevism, etc. 
Roosevelt is n njaunnn mho h&3 surroimded himself with Jewish advisers 
and is under their dorcinntion. We should get out of the war against 
Gcrsaaj, *hich has never horraed us or intended to h.-irx. us, and clean 
our own house, etc. This is excellent notarial for a "whispering 
cnr.;:ni,;n" in tne democracies. 

it is important to note that in all of this material there 
i3 not a word against the English or the American pcopie then:; elves. 
::. contrary, he even has a word of praise. The eaicpaign is 
designed to wean the people :"rom their leaders by fostering suspicion 
and distrust ia their abilities and motives. Churchill is referred 
t5 as a Cynieni drunXnrd, while Roosevelt is n sick madman* Tney 
are greedy for power and facie and care not a whit for the interests 
of their people. They are not fit to rule great nations. 

Contrast with this situation the one existing ia Germany « 
Svea as Hitler gives the speech, the German people with unanimous 
acclaim vote their lender unlimited power over the life and de^th 
of every German irrespective of their hnrd-earned rights. They are 

- 

so thoroughly convinced of his sincerity, integrity and vision that 
they are willing to subordinate oven the judiciary to hiss wishes and 
interpretations of what is best for Germany and the future of the 

» 

Gersan people. As he looks about him, Hitler sees nothing but honest 
and upright subordinates who will make history. They, as the leaders 
of the Hew Order, form a strange contrast to the lenders of the 
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democracies who nu^t find their encour-- recent ii the SOSt insig- 
nificant achievements. The ispreaaios U :^'i-,iv?-*i that the 
people of the rienocracies mist w-xe u-;, ri". thsrfifilvss sf their 
present leaders find delect others cith vi;lc:. sr,z *at#grit^ who can 
understand the trend of events and, presusa'sly, ,=tx: Tei:s tl-Ji 
Hitler nhon the proper tiaa cao«6. 

The .lection Of the speech in wni" bs -or this 

unlimited yower is interesting. At first rlssee »ca ce« the im- 
pression that Hitler has turned over ?. r.fc» ic-s.-: s^i ^on requests 
power before he wields it. This would be £ COteiierabla divergence 
from his p*st performances, as for cx?ji-le in in* ilsM Purge, when 
'he wielded the power first and tot Authorize --is:. ?.f t*rwsrdfl . On 
more cnreful reading, however, we find thfit he wielded such power 
on the Ens tern Front last winter when he or._y relieved tnat tne 
German people had invested it in hi*. Likewise he tries to create 
the impression that the dissenters or £>.c £ er= were few is wooers 
and that their failure to do their iuty lets :o_siy tfal result of 
the hardships and tensions they had to endure. Then, however, ae 
find him referring to wiping out whole sreaps whs failed to live up 
to what was expected of then and ne begia t= worker if the purge 
was not quite extenrive. 

His use of the term "selbstheilirea'" is significant. It 
is difficult to imagine anybody in G*ra£flJ ^ wnoa thi; term was 
applicable who was not in the highest rank* of the ailitary «■ the 
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party and one who vns not in close contact with Hitler himself . 
In other words, we con suraise from this ren-irk that there «re 
dissenters rithin the ranks of his closest sdvisers. One can 
imagine that this dissension is confined Solely to the RuCJian 
Cfttipcign And its results. This is certninly cause for dissension 
but it hardly seoms enough, by itself, to account for Hitler's 
attitude at this tirce whan the Spring Offensive is about to begin. 
It rany hr,ve other sources which we will consider in a noaent. 

In any case, it seems necessary for Hitler to hold this 
extra ordinary po'.?er «s » whip over the he^.ds of some of his ranking 
officials. In order to justify his request for this extraordinary 
power he tries to create the impression that this is an extraordinary 
war end consequently must be fought by extraordinary means. The 
tTar is or.o of life or do&th Tor the Gcnaan nation and it6 outcome 
willjietermia© the destiny of the. world for hundreds or thousands 
of ye:irs. A war involving such stakes can, of necessity, be determined 
only by a long and protracted struggle requiring wore than ordinary 
course and endurance. Defeat for the Germans would mean the 
slau G hter of millions of people *s it did in Russia. Everything mist 
be stcrificed to prevent such an outcome in comparison with which 
the present state of the war effort, the partial starvation and the 
liaai dooinstion of all activities is infinitely better than the 
consequences of giving in. Frost which the conclusion is to be drawn

thftt the sacrifice of all acmired rights and submission to addi- 
tional Nasi terror and lawlessness are the sole protection of the 
German people against the Bolshevist menace. 

One could *lso .^uraice from hia Praech th*t Hitler does 
not propose to saxe his pence overtures in the near future- First 
the Fifth Colunnists inuit do their vrork, then increased submarine 
warfare against ijv^iand and then, pr>rhap3, some concer.trr ted bombings 
which will inflict untold nisery on the people, who should then be 
euaennbie to his propose i;:. Also, porh^ps, a few spectacular 
victories against the Russians, although one has the feeling that in 
this speech he is leaving loopholes for himself to maxe peace 
overtures even though he fails to defeat Russia. 

u ne very important point regains for consideration, namely, 
his scsnty references to Jflpan. He talks at length about the great 
achieveiafents of Italy which nre oaagre in reclity and snakes little 
mention of the achievements of Japan which are impressive. One 
would expect, at this tijne, that he would magnify them rather than 
to diminish thee. We must suppose that he has ulterior motives in 
not doing so. What are these motives? Fron the few renrrks that 
he i£Xes in this speech, it is impossible to say. We mi.^ht SUpnose 
that In order to woo bnglshd he must soft-pedal Japan. If the 
British t&pire is to regain intact as he implies, provided that it 
works with the New Order, it would require considerable settlement 
with Japan. Perhaps he docs not feel that this is the time to talk

references to Japan are designed to indicate to the anclish that he 
is ready to sell then*, down the river whenever England is ready to 
talk peace.

There is, hov.ever, another possibility which seeraS; to me ! 

even more likely, namely* that Hitler and the leading Nazis are afraid 
of the growing power of Japnn. It looks almost -is if some of the 
ranking NasiS were beginning to question the wisdom of the alliance 
with Jnpan and her entry into the war. while Germ-ny stru,',:les to 
"C"uire relrtivelv v-'orthless territory in iiurope at terrific costs, 
they see J{;p.'-m .'cquiriii.; tho cclonie3, rich in raw nvr.tcrials, which 
Germany has alv*yn coveted, with eo-ipar'-tivcly small losses. At the 
time of Hitler's speech Japftn stood on the dourstep of India which 
has for years been the dreamland of the Germans - Japan seizes the 
world's riches while Germany fights for worthless territory which may 
prove to be a liability rather than an asset. It is \;oSSible that 
the German leaders are beginning t-Q wonder who will recover these 
territories from Japan when the war is ended and Germany, together 
with the other European nations, are e^t-.u^ted. 

It has long been known to psychoanalysts that one of the 
Romans' favorite defense nechanisias in propaganda is that known as 
projection . By means of this mechanism they project on to others 
their own wishes, ambition^ and fears. The clearest example is to 
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be found in connection with the Jews. By projection Hitler is 
able to accuse the Jews of planning ell thu things which he himself 
wants to do. May it not be thftt in the present instance he is 
projecting his own fe*rc, anxieties and difficulties to the English? 
In one place he says thnt England hes made a tremendous error in 
allying itself with the United States since la the end she will find 
her ally strutter than herself. The same may oe true of Geraany 
in respect of J- pan. in another : lace he says of England th.:t if 
she wins she wins nothing, while if she loses she loses everything* 
May this not be equally, true of Germany in regard to things of 
value? Perhaps it is he who finds himself in the position of hnving 
sold Germany down the river to Japan and hia advisers and ranking 
officials joay be rebuking him for it. 

YJhen we vie* the speech in its entirety from this point 
of view, it begins to make sense. There is n reason for Laying 
the foundations for peace overtures in the not too distant future. 
Certain it is that nowhere in the speech does Hitler lay any clnim 
to credit for bringing Japan into the war. If everything were 
above-board we would expect this to be a feather in his cup. Instead 
of that we find that Japan's entry into the war was the' result of 
the stupidity of the democracies. May this not be another case of 
projection? That all is not well is evidenced by tho cool commen- 
taries on Hitler's speech <;iven by the Japanese radio In the dnyB 
immediately following its delivery. 
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f Vihatever the ca3e my be, this 1 fit tar point of view 

offers us an excellent opportunity for counter-prop*? g«nd p. to 
Germany. By reversing the *hole picture cad sending it back to 
Gera&gy,! I oeli^ve| we ?;ill be striking clo^e to doubts already 
existent in the miiv-s of many Germans. Tihile Hitler is exhausting 
the energies of Germany find its allies in conbattitiij the men-tee of 
Bolshevism, he is pr.ving the way for the Creil lellow Peril to sweep 
over Europe (although the latter need only be implied). It is our 
opinion that such an approach will tap latent anxieties which are 
far stronger than any connected with the Eol^heviuts and help drive 

r_n oueninr wedge between tho German oeoole arid their leaders.

At Dr. Benes 1 invitation I lunched alone with him today at 
the Ritz, in a private room, Ee gave me the following information* 

He has Just learned from what he belbves to be a responsible 
source, and which 'aras again confirmed to him this morning, thai 
General Haider, the German Chief of Staff, has been dismissed. He 
has been succeeded by Major General Tretzler, who has been advanced 
rapidly to this high off ice > contrary to the general practice in 
promotions in the Gercian Anay. Dr* Benes regards this change 
as of extreme iaportance for the following reasons: 

On August 9th there was held an important defense council, 
attended by Hitler, to deal vuth the military problems that would 
arise after the capture of Stalingrad, which it was assumed would 
talcs place in a v/eek> that is by August 16th, A quarrel ensued 
between Hitler and the older Generals, including General Haider, 
The latter group wished to continue the offensive operation to the 
north, in order to get behind "Moscow, destroy Timoshenko's ari^y, 
and finish the war before the winter set in. Hitler via against this 
sroDOsaL He wanted to stablise the Eastern front after taiibg the 
Caucasus, and then to free one hundred divisions for the West, and 
for concentration against Great Britain* This quarrel between the 



Jeaerals and Hitler was of course useless, because Stalingrad has 
not in fact fallen. Nevertheless, th& dismissal of Haider is prob- 
ably related to the quarrel, and his dismissal and that of von Bock 
is punishment for the failures in connection v/ith Stalingrad, The 
dismissal of General Haider is conf irmation of the fact that Hitler 
has destroyed any possible revolt among the Generals, 

Preparations are now going on everywhere for a defensive war in 
the East and in the West* The Germans have made their last big 
scale offensive; they are not capable of another on t&s scale. The 
military machine, however, remains powerful and terrible, and there 
is no question but that the subject nations v, r ill continue to be 
starved into submission* The Germans will and can resist until 
the last moment, remaining on the defensive, realising that they

cannot win, but hoping that their opponents will become exhausted 
meanwhile, •> 

The dissolution cf Germany from within is further advanced 
than the English think, and Hitler and all the high Kazis are 
possessed with the fear that Germany will be defeated from within, 
exactly as it was in the last war* They fear they will be 
* stabbed in the back** 1 Because of this fear, Hitler now has more 
than 6GQ>G0Q S.S* men behind the front. Previously he had a 
large promotion of his S*S» troops with him at the front, but ndur, 
according to the latest information, the last of the §»S, has been

taken aivay from the front, and £ent back into the interior of Germany 
for police purposes* 

It is most important to realize that the £.S* cow have their 
own bomber services from the Luftwaffe, which means also that 
the Luftwaffe has nov; be cone in a sense linked with the £.S. This 
means that everything that is done from now on by the Luftwaffe is 
governed by fear of internal disorder* In the beginning the S.S. 

was only a bodyguard for Hitler, nov; it is a great army, organised

for internal purposes. 

In Dr. Benes* opinion, if there is a second offensive, and it 
is sufficiently powerful, Germany will be finished a year from now, 
but this cannot happen until after there has been a defeat on land*

A military defeat is a necessary preliminary for the collapse. 

With regard to transport difficulties within Germany, Br. 
Benes said that on August 31 last, there were 594 t 3G0 railway cars 
including those taken from the subject countries; there ware 
632,000 railway cars when the mr began. VJith regard to locomotives,

CAMPAIGN AGAINST HITLER SECRET 

It has been agreed by the various German experts of OSS that the tine 
is now ripe for an intensive MO campaign against Hitler, The aim of the campaign is 
to undermine German respect for Hitler and to widen the cleavage between him and 
other power ©laments in Germany* 

To achieve this goal, certain main lines of attack have been decided 
upon. These lines of attack follow, and under each is listed a series of imple- 
menting Ideas.

b. Hitler personally profited at the rate of 1 RM for every kilometer of 
road built in Germany during the 30' s* 

c* The available paper supply and printing facilities in Germany hava 
been increasingly absorbed by Main Kampf and other Party publications. Hitler 
and the Party leaders have thus succeeded in maintaining their private incomes 
from these sources, although German students must do without textbooks* and great 
newspapers like the Frankfurter Zeitung must be suspended* 

d. Hitler Is terrified by air-raids and has, therefore, never visited an 
area which has just been bombed and is apt to be bombed again. 

o. Hitler rejects pleas from Goebbels that he visit areas devastated by- 
Allied raids. He does not have the oourage to face the people* 

f. A Parisian connoisseur, after seeing Hitler** collection of pornographic 
pictures, stated that it was the best in Europe. 

g. Hitler has a special plane bringing him asparagus and bon-bons fresh 
daily from Paris* 

h. Hitler now has fire luxurious country estates whioh he visits in 
rotation so that he will not appear to b e spending too much time in any one of them.

What follow can best be underatood in the 
light of the general S«dish position and the organi- 
sation of smdiah econooy. rail* in a political eense 
llM Suedes are freedon- loving people and consequently 
tore than 90S pro-United Nation*, taere la in Sweden I 
very deep aeated fear anc aistruet of Busais and the 
r.otivea of the existing Bussian government. BM S*eaes, 
therefore, being ■ saidl nation, are looking for a coun- 
terweight to Russia after the war. They believe thit 
the only effective counter- weight for then is Germany. 
Do this account and due to the fact that a very big pro- 
portion of Swedish foreign trade is conducted with Ger- 
many and that there are very heavy Swedieh investment* 
in Geraany, the Swedes are anxious that Germany should 
not be totally destroyed. In fact, the S«edes *ould 
like to aee the »or brought to an end *ith the least 
possible destruction of Gemany. 

Swedish econooy ia organiied ir, three general 
blocks: (a) Government wmopoliee, inducing railroads, 
telephones, telegraphs, electric power, alcohol and 



; (b) Cooperatives covering fl large percentage 
of considers' goods, such as flour mills, groceries, etc.; 
and (c) Private banking, mining and manufacturing. This 
last field is largely dominated by organizations controlled 
by Enskilda Banken. This bank is controlled and managed 
by the Wallenberg family who have been bankers for a long 
time and whose foreign connections are the most important 
and extensive of any group in Sweden. 

The present managing director of the bank is 
Jakob Wallenberg, who is a bachelor about % years old. 
He is responsible for the business of the bank dealing 
rith the European continent, including Cermmy. His 
younger brother, l/arcuc Wallenberg, is responsible for 
the business of the bank dealing with the English- speck- 
ing rorid end South America. 

Jakob Ballenberg is the peraanent negotiator of 
the Swedish government rith the German covernaent i n mat- 
ters pertaining to trading agreements, barter, etc. In 
this position he has frequent contacts, with the German 
government and visits Germany about four or five times a 
year. In hi« private capacity as a leading buiker, he U 
in touch with a cross-section of the high ranking German 



financial and ffianufacturing interests. 

I had known Jakob r'allonberg in 1932 whan 1 
was in Stockholm representing a trustee in bsnlcruptcy of 
the International liatch Corporation, the Aoerican holding 
coapany for the Ivar Krenger inlerecte. le a retult of 
reorganikation of the Kreug.r interest., the Mlenberg'. 
took ov.r oontrol of the Sw«Uah ll»tch Co»peny and Inter- 
national Ketch Corporation, including their subsidiaries 
throughout th. world. Then 1 firat saw Wallenberg in Au- 

for th. purpose of overthrowing Hitler and he aaied ,e if 
I would o. willing to =.«,-. with reprweentatives of toes, 
cells. I reported tins fact at once to the American ag- 
ister in Stockholw,, Vr. Herechel Johnson. Ha cabled the 
State Eeparurent at once, but no anawer was received lo 
Stockholm. « the end of thi. first interview with Ul- 
lenberg, he Mated that hia friend, in Cranny were son- 
what perplexed about Biosder'. tru. BOtiv... IU1» he . 
eupposed to be entirely loyal to Blller, certain chafes

Shortly after this conversation, Hitler was ap- 
pointed lllnister of the Interior, continuing to hold his 
other poe.ts a. chief of the Gestapo and Chief of the SS. 
After .bout three months hid e one by, I celled IsLLeatere's 
attention to the fact that nothing .ore had bean heard of 
hi. propo.al that I should ..et «ith representative, of the 
cell, organising in Gcmsny to o.erth™ Jitler. I asi.d 
if thia aeant that, folloaing hi. appointment as Minister 
of the Interior, Simoler had succeeded in liquidating ail . 
of these cells, and that there eae no longer in Cemanjf 
any underground movement or group of ceil, eorth talking 
about, teUenberg confirmed that this ass true, aaying 
that, so far as ho knew, there nas no longer any organised 
resistance to the Hasis in Germany. 

Be gave it aa his opinion that the only alterna-

officers ware under the control and supervision of il Loa- 
der's men; that whenever an army cell began to form tvhich 
was hostile to Hitler, Kimxler let it form until he w*» 
sure he knew who all the neabers were.

This c-tateiarnt of 
Himnler'e relations »ith the any and his control of 
couMunicctions betv.een the officers ras confirmed to me 
by two other Swedes, who were very well informed abo\.t 
existing conditions in Germany. 

Wallenberg's statement that the only alterna- 
tives to Hitler were (a) the tray, and ft] Himnler, was 
confirmed by every nU informed Swede I knew who dis- 

m by the fact that the Swedes, outside their official legation 
and consulate, had built their government connections in 
Germany largely around llimnler and his orgeniMtion. 

The Swedes coming cut of Germany reported that 
nearly everyone in Germany thought that Germany could not 



win the war. However, they did not feel that their posi- 
tion was hopeless and would continue to fiyht- Their 
hopes were based on (1) a successful resistance to the 
Russians after shortening their line sotaevhere about the 
German border; (2) that they would be able to repulse the 
invasion launched from England; and JJ) the devastating ef- 
fects of their so-called "secret weapon* when used. The 
gossip In Germany wkh that this weapon would only be used 
when the invasion froa England ru launched. 

Finally, all Swedes informed about Gerauny agreed 
in reporting that the doctrine of ■unconditional surrenaer", 
announced by the united Nations, had resulted in uniting 
everyone in Germany behind Hitler at a time when the hard- 
ships of the war and the natural forces of disintegration 
would otherwise be disrupting Germany.

In view of the foregoing, I was not surprised 
when about the beginning of October 1943 during a call at 

the key men in the TTailenberg organization, he bonded tie 
a card which read, "Dr. Felix Kersten, Jiedecinolrad-V My 
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friend explained that thia «u th. highest Finnish medi- 
cal title, there being only three living men who hold it. 
He explained that while he himself .as not acquainted with 
tho doctor personally, he did know that he waa one of the 
most powerful oen in Cermeny. tie went on to say that seven 
Median engineers employed by the Swedish Match Subsidiary 
in Poland had been caught and Convicted of working rith the 
Polish Underground. The Director of the Swedish Hatch Mono- 
poly in Gemany, Alva iloller, a mutual friend of ours, had 
gone to the doctor «ith a plea to have the death sentence 
of the Swedish engineers commuted, and this had been done. 
In addition, the doctor ha<i arranged for two liutch children, 
the son and daughter of the former Zutch i;ini£-ter to Italy, 
to be given safe conouct through Germany to join their sis- 
ter in Sweden. This had been done without delay, 100 1 saw 
the children nyeelf to verify this account. They did not, 
of course, know who had arrEJiged for their passage but 1 
did verify that they had been trying to eet out of Switzer- 
land for tore than three years witnout success. 

Eince the doctor was renownea as a nerve special- 
ist, an appointoent waa arranged for him to examine cs on 
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the pretext that 1 had vertebrae in oy back ehich were 
causing a* pain. The aeeting took place ana 1 found that 
the doctor spoke linniah, Husflian, Dutch and German but 
no English. All conversations between us took place in 
Oeraan. The doctor agreed to e ive »e a course of treat- 
ant which he said would extend for about six reeks. This 
he did, giving ae a .anual therapy treatment which vaa de- 
signed to get blood into the nervee.

Sis purpose in 
showing this paper probably tras to try to persuade rat thut 
hie removal to Berlin »as not voluntary. 

He beea.ne "Leibarzt" to HimnlT and »^ retained 
by the S£ organization to treat 21 of their officials eoch 
year. This required him to spend a great deal of his time 
at S£ Headuuarters. nic contract provided for a salary of 
60, GOD marks a year, and he nas given aix times the normal 
gasoline ration for doctors. 

He explained his presence in BmAm by saying 
that Alva Holler had come W hia and had offered him 
100,000 Swedish kroner if he could succeed in persuading 



Himmler and Hitler to commute the sentence of death for

the seven Swedish engineers. He reported that he had 
talked with Himmler several times and hsd interviewed 
Hitler two or three times as .veil on this matter. He 
stated that he had refused the* off er of 100,000 kroner ' 
point blank, 

When the death sentence was commuted, the Swedes, 
through Alva Roller, asked if there was not something they 
could do for him, and invited him to spend a two months 1 
vacation in Sweden. 

What I think happened was that he reported the 
offer of 100,000 korner to Himmler, who told him to re- 
fuse it, but arranged to get the engineers' death sentences 
commuted. Himmler knew that the Swedes would have to offer 
the doctor something else besides money, and that there was 
very little else they could do except invite him for a 
visit to Sweden. Undboutedly , it suited Kimjnler f s purpose 
very well to have a representative in Stockholm who was not 
a German citizen, and a Finnish citizen would be much more

able to establish contact with Americans. 

During the course of six weeks 1 treatment, the 



doctor told me a good deal . about Hiromler. Himmler had 
started life as an agricultural student, and had remained 
throughout his life keenly interested in questions of 
race and heredity.

Himmler nan* J/y Swedish friends had told me that the SS 
had been expanded enormously and they believed included

flimmler realized that Germany could not win the 
war.

He also pressed me to come to Germany to talk v.ith Himm- 
ler. I .told him that I was by no means certain that there 
would be any point in my coming even at a later date, and

that I might have trouble getting out of Stockholm due to 
the very tight priority situation on the British planes. ■ 
He at once offered to put me out through Lisbon, giving 
me safe conduct through Germany and France. He suggested 
that, when I come back to Europe, I come back to Lisbon, 
as the Gestapo organization was very good there and was, 
in his opinion, very poor in Stockholm, He gave me the 
names of 2 of his men in Lisbon, Schroeder and Breisicy, 
to get in touch with them. He said that they would have 
a German passport ready for me. 

The doctor reported that Prince Vied, the Ger- 
man Minister to Stockholm, had come with a peace proposal 
from the Russians to SS Headquarters about the time of 
Stalingrand, and that von Papen had come with another one 
from Ankara in May 1943* The outlines of the proposals 
were that Germany should take about one-half the Baltic 



countries to the north of East Prussia; that Polana 
should be divided according to the 1939 lines; that 
Russia should demand the whole coast to the Black Sea, 
including the mouth of the Danube, and should go as far 
as Constantinople and Salonika, and should also have a 
port on the Adriatic. Ribbentrop and Goebbels had been ■ ■ 

in favor of accepting these proposals, while Lliraml^r and 

■ 

Hitler were against them. 

The Germans calculated that, if the Russians

continued an all-out offensive, which they have in fact 

done, their reserves would be exhausted towards the end, 

of April 1944, and that the Eastern Front might develop 

into a stale -mate in the summer of 194A. 

The doctor also reported that British and Anier-

ican bombing of Germany was resulting in a very large in-

crease in communism, as when people have their homes de- 
stroyed, as well as all their personal property, they are

everything they need. 

Himmler's policy was that he intended to keep 
order in Germany under the existing government as ions as 



possible, and -was prepared to shoot 20 or 30 million 
Germans to do so. However, mm the time came that he 
believed that further military resistance v.as futile,

he intended to destroy all of the private property in 
the occupied countries and in Germany, in order to pro- 
duce a mass wave of communism. He would then announce 
himself as a communist, and throw his lot in with the 

■ 

Russians. The Germans believed that, if it became nec- 

■ ■ 

essary to do this, that with a superior technical ability 

■ 

and organizing capacity, they could succeed in dominating 
greater Russian population and obtaining control on the 
vast Russians resources,

I made no promises or comment to the doctor 

or the Colonel, beyond stating that I would try to get 

- 

back to Washington and see that the matter was brought 
to the attention of the President, 

While it is obvious that conferences with Hinm- 

- 

■ 

ler are loaded with potential dynamite, nevertheless, I 
believe that there are enormous possible advantages in 
such a trip: 

1. A great deal could be learned about the 



German frame of mind, and the relations of the important 
Germans with each other* The weak links in their armor 
in a material, psychological and personal sense could be 
better explored in this way than in any other. 

2. The possibilities of provoking a ''putsch 1 ' 
or civil war in Germany could be explored at first hand. 
It is possible that this, if successful, might save hun- 
dreds of thousands of lives in connection with the coming 

■ 

invasion.

The disadvantage of such a trip would be the 

capital which the Germans could make out of it in their 

own press and radio. However, they are in a position to 
■ 

do that anyway if they choose to lie about it. An un- 
truth is a consideration which has never yet weighed with 
tnem.

I hope that full consideration will be given to 
" the possibilities of such a trip, and 1 am, of course, 
ready to discuss the matter and amplify this report in 
any way that is desired*

uation in Germany on March 1st* Our representative

says the following: 

"I reproduce this as received; the iueas 
are not mine, but cone from a good source. 
The destruction in Berlin is enormous, but it 
is extraordinary to observe the fatalism with 
which the inhabitants accept the new situation. 
Thousands of persons live in the ruins, in cel- 
lars and in temporary shelters. At the beginning 
of the bombardment, there were many complaints. 
Nov; it seems the population is somewhat used to 
them. The common misfortune which all are shar- 
ing has the result that those who suffer are not 
openly complaining The air bombardments have 
not caused any internal revolt. People are not 
any longer raising the question of who is re- 
sponsible. The misery is so great and so gen- 
eral that it stifles reaction. 

"Among persons above 10 years of age, i.e. 
those who have had knowledge of, or participated 
in, the war of 19U-13, there is a considerable 
proportion of anti-Hitler sentinent, even of de- 
featism. Persons of this generation are in open 
ooposition to those of the generation which fol- 
lows them, that is to say, those from 18 to 30 



years old, who are mostly out-and-out L'czis. 
Nov: there is coming along a third 'generation 
- the young people from 12 to lo, who are far 
from being devoted to the present regime. In 
a school in Y T iesbaden recently, the scholars 
agreed among themselves to beat up any of their 
school comrades who gave the Hitler salute. This 
young generation is not communist, because it 
does not know what communism is, but it has in 
it the elements of anarchism,"
